Loans from the Family 


The most popular method of raising capital to 
start a new venture is using the entrepreneur’s own 
money. 

Next in line would be borrowing form family 
members and friends. When this is the case, it’s im- 
portant to dot all the I’s and cross all the T’s to pre- 
vent any miscommunication of hard feelings. Make 
the transaction as professional and businesslike as 
possible. 

For example, document the loan, including col- 
lateral, the pay-back terms, and the interest rate to 
be charged.

Anything less and the IRS may con- 
sider the money a gift, which may be subject to 
taxes. 

Equally important when borrowing from fam- 
ily and friends is asking yourself if you can pay 
back the loan when expected. Are there conse- 
quences if you can’t? 

Family members should ask themselves the 
same question. If the loan isn’t paid back, can they 
accept that fact? 


Home Zoned for Business? 


The number of people running a home-based 
business is growing by leaps and bounds. 

One problem many entrepreneurs do not fore- 
see and often cannot get around is restrictive zon- 
ing laws. 

If you are thinking of going it alone at home, 
check on local zoning laws. 

If home-based companies are prohibited or dis- 
couraged, one recourse to request a zoning vari- 
ance. To help your chances of getting a variance, a 
petition that says your business is not disruptive, 
signed by neighbors, could be persuasive.
